Second or subsequent suspensions can be made in the PALM system by Richard Schwartz or 
John LeGuyader without written communication to the applicant in applications which have a first 
letter of suspension mailed, and that do not set a time period for the suspension. In such 
instances, the form below must be completed first. 

The completed form should be sent John LeGuyader (1 IB 19), so that the data on the form can be 
entered in the TC 1600 Interference/Suspension database.

The petition must present good and sufficient reasons why the suspension is necessary 
and must specify a period of suspension not greater than 6 months. Petitions for suspension of 
action under 37 CFR 1.103 are decided by the Group Director. This authority has been 
delegated to John LeGuyader or Richard Schwartz. This completed form and the application is to 
be forwarded to either John LeGuyader or Richard Schwartz for a decision of applicant's request 
to suspend action.
